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The  Annual  Report  for  1989  is  being 
dedicated  to  Mildred  Tucker  Morrill. 

In  1931,  following  her  marriage,  Mildred 
and  Ossie  moved  to  Hill.   Mildred  was  an 
active  person,  raising  a  family  while 
being  employed.   As  the  years  went  by 
Mildred  became  involved  in  Town  affairs 
as  well  as  many  local  organization.   Some 
of  the  activities  she  was  a  part  of 
include;  Supervisor  of  the  Check  List, 
Member  of  the  Budget  Committee,  Treasurer 
of  the  Pleasant  Hill  Cemetery 
Association,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and 
Chairman  of  the  John  H.  Twombly 
Scholarship  Fund  Inc.,  Old  Home  Day 
Committee  and  Town  Hall  Fund  Raising. 
She  was  noted  for  the  meticulous  care  and 
accuracy  with  which  she  kept  records  for 
these  organizations. 

For  many  years  she  was  well  known  as  the 
Hill  Correspondent  for  local  newspapers. 

As  new  folks  moved  to  town,  Mildred  was 
often  one  of  the  first  people  to  welcome 
them  to  the  community  and  as  folks  moved 
away,  she  often  kept  in  touch  with  them, 
thus  she  became  a  gold  mine  of 
information  regarding  the  History  of 
Hill.   Town  officials.  Hill  residents  or 
anyone  else  who  wanted  to  know  something 
about  the  Town  would  call  her  for 
information . 

When  Mildred  passed  away  in  1989  she  left 
her  mark  in  the  Town  of  Hill  and  will  be 
remembered  and  missed  for  years  to  come.

During  the  year  we  requested  that  legislation  be  filed,  not 
once,  but  twice.  Our  State  Representatives  were  most  helpful 
in  obtaining  the  return  of  our  lost  funds  from  the  State  for 
the  Old  Village  Flood  Control  Land.  Many  in  the  General 
Court  were  of  assistance  in  our  hour  of  need.  The  funds  were 
appropriated  and  applied  to  the  tax  rate  in  1989.  The  same 
procedure  is  being  followed  in  1990  as  the  State  has  again 
cut  the  funds  promised  by  law. 


Our  community  obtained  some  notoriety  by  being  the  first 
community  in  the  State  to  have  a  tax  rate  established  in 
1989.  The  task  of  setting  the  tax  rate  falls  to  the  State 
Department  of  Revenue  Administration.  This  is  a  task  that 
can  take  a  few  minutes  or  a  few  hours.  In  the  case  of  Hill 
it  took  a  toll  higher  then  minutes  or  hours,  it  took  away 
revenues.  These  revenues  are  used  to  offset  the  expenses 
voted  at  Town  Meeting  and  resulted  in  a  higher  than 
expected  tax  rate. 

The  Board  has  again  worked  closely  with  the  Budget  Committee 
in  establishing  a  1990  budget  that  will  not  increase  the  tax 
from  general  government  operations.  The  proposed  budget  will 
provide  the  services  and  equipment  needed  to  carry  on  the 
operations  of  Town  Government  at  the  same  level  of  service 
as  in  the  past. 

In  the  areas  of  Capital  Outlay  the  Board  is  recommending  that 
the  Town  purchase  two  new  trucks  for  the  Highway  Department 
in  1990.  The  Board  has  presented  the  Planning  Board  with  a 
draft  of  what  capital  expenditures  will  look  like  in  the  next 
10  years.  The  Planning  Board  will  consider  this  information 
and  prepare  a  10  year  capital  expenditures  plan  to  help 
manage  our  taxes. 

The  Board  has  also  recommended  several  changes  to  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  to  the  Planning  Board.  That  Board  has  worked  many 
hours  to  review  and  consider  public  comments  and  is  preparing 
the  amendments  for  voter  consideration  at  the  annual  election 
Our  sincere  thanks  to  this  Board  for  there  many  hours  of 
labor  during  the  past  year.  There  efforts  will  mean  a  better 
Town  for  us  all. 
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The  Selectmen  signed  an  additional  Cable  Contract  that  will 
mean  cable  television  service  to  the  areas  outside  of  Hill 
Village.  This  contract  depends  upon  the  building  of  lines 
through  Andover  and  Danbury  and  service  is  several  years  in 
the  future  . 

The  Board  also  adopted  an  Official  Town  Seal  under  the 
General  Laws.  With  help  from  the  State  the  seals  were  made 
and  are  now  on  our  vehicles  in  the  Highway  Department.  We 
requested  our  printer  to  place  a  copy  on  the  front  cover  of 
this  report  for  all  to  see. 

The  preparation  of  this  report  falls  upon  the  Chairman. to 
prepare.  During  the  past  year  I  have  had  the  opportunity 
to  serve  with  two  individuals  who  have  made  my  job  all  the 
more  pleasant.  My  personal  thanks  to  both  Mrs.  Wilson  and 
Mr.  Cummings  for  there  assistance  in  serving  the  citizens 
of  this  community.  There  many  hours  and  miles  of  running 
to  meetings  and  taking  care  of  thousands  of  details  have 
saved  us  all  more  then  we  will  ever  know. 

A  thank  you  to  the  individuals  who  serve  our  community  as 
members  of  elected  and  appointed  boards,  committees  and 
commissions.  To  the  employees,  full  time,  part  time  and 
volunteer.  To  the  citizens  of  our  community.  Together  we 
have  made  a  difference.  One  that  will  provide  a  better 
future  for  ourselves  and  our  children.

Ve  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the 
Town  of  Hill  and  the  combining  and  individual  fund  financial  statements  of  the 
Town  of  Hill  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1988,  as  listed  in  the 
table  of  contents.   These  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
Town  of  Hill's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on 
these  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to 
obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  financial  statements  are  free  of 
material  misstatement.   An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence 
supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  An  audit 
also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant 
estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial 
statement  presentation.

financial  position  of  its  nonexpendable  trust  funds  for  the  year  then  ended, 
in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.   Also,  in  our 
opinion,  the  combining  and  individual  fund  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  each

Dear  Members  of  the  Board: 

9e  have  audited  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Hill  for  the  year 
ended  December  31,  1988  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated  May  15,  1989. 
In  connection  with  our  audit,  we  reviewed  and  tested  the  Town's  systems  of 
internal  accounting  control  and  operating  procedures  to  the  extent  we 
considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  systems  as  required  by  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards.  The  purpose  of  our  review  of  these  systems  was  not  to 
express  an  opinion  on  internal  accounting  control,  and  it  would  not 
necessarily  disclose  all  weaknesses  in  the  system. 

In  the  following  paragraphs,  we  present  our  comments  and  recommendations  for 
improving  specific  aspects  of  the  Town's  systems  and  procedures.   All  are 
repeats  from  the  previous  year.  We  also  refer  you  to  the  Appendix  to  this 
letter  which  explains  the  purpose  of  our  review,  its  limitations,  and  the 
professional  standards  involved. 

GENERAL 

Typically,  a  report  of  this  type  places  a  greater  emphasis  on  findings  of  a 
critical  nature.   Therefore,  to  put  our  comments  and  recommendations  in  proper 
perspective,  it  should  be  noted  that  the  weaknesses  observed  are  not 
necessarily  the  result  of  poor  management.  Oftentimes,  they  are  due  to 
factors  outside  the  control  of  the  Town's  personnel,  such  as  organizational 
restrictions,  budgetary  limitations,  or  inadequate  software  systems.  We  have 
noted  many  positive  aspects  of  the  Town's  financial  management  and  procedures 
which  are  not  set  forth  in  this  report. 

TREASURER'S  ACCOUNTS 

The  Treasurer's  accounts  consist  of  a  money  market  account  and  a  regular 
checking  account.   Cash  transactions  for  these  accounts  were  combined  in  a 
single  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  journal.  Also,  yearly  totals  were  not 
jsaintained  for  receipts  and  disbursements.  This  method  of  bookkeeping  does 
not  facilitate  reconciliation  of  the  individual  accounts  and  determination  of 
cash  balances  by  account  on  a  monthly  basis.

We  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  maintain  individual  accounts  in  separate 
sections  of  the  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  journal  and  that  all  receipts 
and  disbursements  in  the  individual  accounts  be  totaled  on  a  year-to-date 
basis.   Such  a  procedure  will  provide  for  clarity  of  account  balances  and  a 
better  audit  trail  for  transfers  between  accounts. 

ACCOUNTING  FOR   TOWN'S  RECEIPTS 

At  present,  the  Town  relies  primarily  on  the  office  of  Town  Treasurer  for  the 
recording  of  Town  receipts.   The  Treasurer  submits  a  monthly  report  to  the 
Selectmen  which  details  the  month's  cash  receipts,  records  total  disbursements 
and  month-end  cash  balance.   Although  the  Treasurer  has  recorded  the  Town's 
transactions  accurately  and  reliably,  this  practice  results  in  a  basic 
weakness  in  internal  controls.   In  order  to  improve  controls  in  this  area,  we 
again  offer  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  All  Town  monies,  except  those  collected  by  the  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector, 
should  be  received  in  the  Selectmen's  office  and  properly  recorded  in 
cash  journals  as  to  classification.   The  monies  would  then  be  remitted  to 
the  Town  Treasurer  for  deposit  in  the  Town's  bank  account,  stating  from 
whom  and  for  what  purpose  the  receipt  was  for.   Standard  remittance  forms 
are  available  for  this  purpose. 

2.  All  source  documents  pertaining  to  receipts,  such  as  advice  slips 
accompanying  the  remittance,  should  be  retained  in  the  Selectmen's 
office,  filed  in  an  orderly  manner,  convenient  for  reference  and 
examination. 

3.  At  month-end,  the  Selectmen's  cash  journal  should  be  totaled  and 
reconciled  with  the  monthly  Treasurer's  report,  in  order  to  ensure  that 
all  receipts  have  been  properly  recorded. 

STANDARD  PURCHASE  ORDER  SYSTEM 

Our  testing  of  the  expenditures  did  not  indicate  the  use  of  standard  purchase 
orders  by  the  Town  for  obtaining  goods  and  services.   In  order  to  strengthen 
internal  controls  over  goods  and  services  purchased,  we  recommend  that  Town 
management  develop  procedures  that  will  centralize  purchasing  and  include  the 
use  of  pre-numbered  purchase  order  forms. 

The  benefits  of  such  a  system  are  numerous  and  include  the  following: 

1.   Controls  over  all  disbursements,  including  contracted  services,  thereby 
creating  better  management  over  departmental  appropriations. 
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2.  Insurance  that  all  encumbrances  are  recorded  in  the  proper  period  and 
that  all  unexpended  appropriations  are  returned  to  the  general  fund 
balance  to  be  available  for  use  in  determining  the  subsequent  year's  tax 
rate. 

3.  Provide  a  basis  of  verifying  the  price  agreed  upon  between  the  Town  and 
vendors . 

4.  Provide  additional  verifications  and  evidence  of  receipt  of  goods. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT  FUND 

Our  audit  of  the  Water  Department  Fund  revealed  several  weaknesses  in 
accounting  procedures  which  are  listed  below. 

1.  Internal  Controls 

At  present,  the  functions  of  billing  and  collection  of  water  rents  is 
handled  by  the  same  individual.  This  lack  of  separation  of  duties  is  a 
weakness  in  internal  accounting  controls.  We  again  suggest  that 
management  consider  the  possibility  of  having  the  water  rents  collected 
by  the  Tax  Collector  in  order  to  enhance  efficiency  in  collections  and 
segregate  the  billing  and  collecting  functions.   In  addition,  we 
recommend  that  the  Water  Commissioners  approve  all  water  billings  issued 
during  the  year. 

2.  Summary  of  Water  Rents 

There  was  no  summary  of  water  rents  prepared  during  the  year,  and 
consequently  no  listings  of  uncollected  water  rents  at  year  end  were 
available.  As  such,  we  were  unable  to  verify  the  yearly  billings  or 
uncollected  water  rents  at  December  31,  1988.  Accordingly,  any  existing 
uncollected  water  rents  have  not  been  recorded  at  year  end.  We  strongly 
recommend  that  all  water  billings  during  the  year  be  accounted  for  and 
reconciled  to  properly  report  water  fund  revenues. 

GENERAL  FIXED  ASSET  ACCOUNTING 

As  is  the  practice  with  many  New  Hampshire  municipalities,  the  Town  has  not 
maintained  a  record  of  its  fixed  assets.  Under  the  present  system,  all  fixed 
asset  acquisitions  of  the  General  Fund  are  listed  as  expenditures.  This  is  an 
accepted  practice  under  fund  accounting.  However,  these  fixed  assets  should 
be  accounted  for  in  a  separate  self-balancing  group  of  accounts  (the  General 
Fixed  Asset  Group  of  Accounts) .  The  establishment  of  fixed  asset  records  will 
not  only  enable  the  Town  to  prepare  financial  statements  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles,  but  will  also  aid  Town  management  in 
the  control  of  these  assets  and  will  be  an  invaluable  tool  in  long-range 
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planning  of  fixed  asset  acquisition  and  disposition.   In  addition,  should  the 
Town  use  Federal  and  State  grants  to  finance  expenditures  for  fixed  assets, 
records  will  be  readily  available  to  substantiate  such  expenditures.  As  part 
of  their  long-term  policies,  we  reconunend  that  Town  management  initiate  fixed 
asset  records  as  soon  as  is  practical. 

In  closing,  we  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  those  persons  whose 
cooperation  and  assistance  during  the  course  of  our  audit  has  helped  us  to 
achieve  efficiencies  in  completing  our  audit.

PURPOSE  AND  LIMITATIONS  OF  REVIEW 


The  purpose  of  our  study  and  evaluation  was  to  determine  the  nature,  timing 
and  extent  of  the  auditing  procedures  necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion  on 
the  Town's  financial  statements.  Our  study  and  evaluation  was  more  limited 
than  would  be  necessary  to  express  an  opinion  on  the  system  of  internal 
accounting  control  taken  as  a  whole. 

The  management  of  the  Town  is  responsible  for  establishing  and  maintaining  a 
system  of  internal  accounting  control.   In  fulfilling  this  responsibility, 
estimates  and  judgments  by  management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected 
benefits  and  related  costs  of  control  procedures.  The  objectives  of  a  system 
are  to  provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that 
assets  are  safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and 
that  transactions  are  executed  in  accordance  with  management's  authorization 
and  recorded  properly  to  permit  the  preparation  of  financial  statements  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  system  of  internal  accounting  control, 
errors  or  irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also 
projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  system  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the 
risk  that  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions  or 
that  the  degree  of  compliance  with  the  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

Our  study  and  evaluation  made  for  the  limited  purpose  described  in  the  first 
paragraph  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  material  weaknesses  in  the 
system.  Accordingly,  we  do  not  express  an  opinion  on  the  system  of  internal 
accounting  control  of  the  Town  taken  as  a  whole.  However,  our  study  and 
evaluation  disclosed  conditions  that  we  believe  result  in  more  than  a 
relatively  low  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be 
material  in  relation  to  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  may  occur  and  not 
be  detected  within  a  timely  period. 

These  conditions  are  described  in  the  preceding  report  and  were  considered  in 
determining  the  nature,  timing  and  extent  of  the  audit  tests  to  be  applied  in 
our  audit  of  the  1988  financial  statements.  This  report  does  not  affect  our 
report  on  these  financial  statements  dated  May  15,  1989. 

The  preceding  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  use  of  management  and  should 
not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose.   This  restriction  is  not  intended  to  limit 
distribution  of  this  report  which,  upon  acceptance  by  the  Members  of  the 
Board,  is  a  matter  of  public  record.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 

STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


Durirg  calendar  year  1989,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  experienced  an  average 
number  of  wildfires.   The  three  leading  causes  of  these  wildfires  were  fires 
kindled  without  a  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden,  children  and  debris 
burning  fires  that  escaped  control.   All  these  causes  are  preventable,  but 
only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.   By  New  Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  22^:27b),  "No  person,  firm  or 
corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  burn  or  cause  to 
be  burned  any  material,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without 
first  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the  town 
where  the  burning  is  to  be  done." 

Violations  of  RSA  22^:27  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $1,000  and/or  a  year 
in  jail  and  you  are  also  liable  for  paying  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  cf  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  many  towns 
in  wildland  fire  suppression  during  1989  including  several  large  fires  in 
Allenstown,  Alton,  Chesterfield,  Concord  areas,  as  well  as  the  100  acre  fire 
on  Mt.  Belknap  in  Gilford.

Article  #3:  A  motion  was  made  by  Kevin  Barbour  and  seconded  by  George 
Wilson  that  the  District  vote  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to 
contract  with  a  qualified  independent  auditing  firm  from  outside  the 
District  for  the  fiscal  year  financial  audit  in  accordance  with  RSA 
671:5. 

Vote:  Affirmative  (voice  vote) 

Article  #4:  A  motion  was  made  by  George  Wilson  and  seconded  by  Thomas 
Whitman  that  the  District  vote  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  make 
application  for  and  accept,  during  the  1989-1990  school  year,  on 
behalf  of  the  School  District,  all  funds  which  become  available  from 
any  source,  and  to  use  and  expend  the  same  in  accordance  with  the 
provision  of  RSA  198:20-b. 

Thomas  Christmas  asked  if  matching  funds  were  available  to  School 
Board  and  George  Wilson  answered  yes.

Thomas  Whitman  Indicated  that  no  money  can  be  expended  from  the  fund 
without  public  approval.

Article  #6:  A  motion  was  made  by  George  Wilson  and  seconded  by  Kevin 
Barbour  that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $640,054.00 
for  the  support  of  the  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  the  School 
District  officials  and  agents,  for  capital  construction,  and  for  the 
payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District. 

There  was  some  discussion  about  the  difference  of  approximately 
$15,000.00  between  the  budget  submitted  by  the  School  Board  and  the 
budget  recommended  by  the  budget  committee.   It  was  explained  that 
there  were  four  tuitions  for  Franklin  that  were  included  in  original 
budget  for  students  that  were  no  longer  attending  the  high  school,  but 
one  of  the  four  tuitions  was  put  back  into  the  budget.   This  made  for 
a  reduction  of  $13,397.00  out  of  the  original  budget  for  tuition. 


Gerry  Desrochers  made  a  motion  to  amend  the  budget  to  $642,529.00  in 
order  to  provide  funds  to  fix  the  front  porch  steps.   Discussion 
centered  around  whether  or  not  there  would  be  monies  left  over  to  fix 
the  front  porch  without  having  to  increase  the  budget. 

Vote  on  amended  article  to  increase  the  budget  to  $642,529.00, 
an  increase  of  $2,475.00  for  replacing  front  porch  steps: 
Affirmative  (voice  vote) 

Bill  Murray  made  a  motion  to  increase  the  budget  by  $5,000.00  for  a 
school  counselor's  salary.   Fran  Sanderson  seconded.   This  would  bring 
the  budget  total  to  $647,529.00.   Discussion  centered  around  taxpayers 
not  assuming  all  the  burden  to  bring  local  schools  up  to  state 
mandated  minimum  standards,  but  putting  more  pressure  on  state  to 
help,  and  the  need  for  school  children  to  have  services  of  a  guidance 
counselor  now. 

Vote  on  amended  article  to  increase  the  budget  to  $647,529.00, 
an  increase  of  $5,000.00  for  school  counselor's  salary. 
Affirmative  25;  negative  14.   The  amendment  carried. 

Linda  Denningham  made  a  motion  to  reduce  the  budget  by  $5,000.00  to 
$542,529.00  because  the  budget  committee  had  originally  recommended  a 
cut  of  $5,000.00.   Sherm  Twitchell  seconded.   Fred  Welch  questioned 
whether  the  motion  constituted  a  motion  to  reconsider  the  previous 
motion.   Linda  Denningham  withdrew  her  original  motion  and  Sherm 
Twitchell  withdrew  his  second.   Linda  Denningham  made  a  new  motion  to 
reduce  the  budget  $4,999.00  which  amended  the  budget  to  $642,530.00. 
Sherm  Twitchell  seconded. 

Kevin  Barbour  clarified  the  School  Board's  position  stating  that  the 
budget  committee  makes  recommendations  to  the  School  Board,  but  that 
the  School  Board  does  not  have  to  agree  with  the  budget  committee's 
recommendations.  Sherm  Twitchell  and  Linda  Denningham  made  statements 
reflecting  a  feeling  that  the  School  Board  never  took  the 
recommendations  of  the  budget  committee  and  questioned  the  purpose  of 
the  budget  committee.   The  town  attorney  indicated  that  the  role  of 
the  budget  committee  was  to  place  a  limit  on  appropriations. 

Vote  on  amended  article  to  decrease  the  budget  by  $4,999.00 
making  the  budget  $642,530.00:   Affirmative  16;  Negative  23. 
The  motion  was  not  carried. 

George  Wilson  moved  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $647,529.00 
for  the  support  of  the  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  the  School 
District  officials  and  agents,  for  capital  construction,  and  for  the 
payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District.   Terry  Whitman 
seconded. 

Vote:   Affirmative  (voice  vote) 


Article  #7:  A  motion  was  made  by  George  Wilson  that  the  District  vote 
to  exclude  from  social  security  coverage  the  services  performed  by 
elected  officials  and  elected  workers  for  each  calendar  year  in  which 
the  renumeration  paid  for  such  services  is  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100.00).   Tom  Whitman  seconded. 

Vote:   Affirmative  (voice  vote) 

Article  #8:  A  motion  was  made  by  Thomas  Whitman  that  the  Moderator  be 
designated  to  appoint  any  agents  and  committees  in  relation  to  any 
subject  embraced  in  this  warrant.   Kevin  Barbour  seconded. 

There  was  some  discussion  as  to  what  the  implications  of  this  meant  in 
terms  of  School  Board  members.   The  attorney  clarified  that  the 
Moderator  would  be  appointing  special  ad  hoc  committees  originating 
out  of  articles  in  this  warrant.   The  Moderator  would  not  appoint 
School  Board  members  or  determine  committees  or  subcommittees  set  up 
in  the  normal  course  of  operations  during  the  school  year. 

Vote:   Affirmative  (voice  vote) 

Article  #9:   A  motion  was  made  by  Kevin  Barbour  to  adjourn  the 
meeting.  George  Wilson  seconded. 

Thomas  Whitman  thanked  George  Wilson  for  all  his  work,  effort,  and 
dedication  over  the  years  as  a  School  Board  member  and  wished  him  well 
in  his  future  endeavors. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  8:52  p.m.

Summary 

Last  year's  grade  four  students  placed  the  district  higher  than  74%  of  all 
students  in  the  national  norm  group.   Grade  six  students  placed  higher 
than  61%  of  all  students  in  the  national  norm  group. 

The  results  when  compared  to  state  averages  continue  to  show  that  our 
young  people  are  receiving  a  good  education  particularly  in  reading  and 
mathematics.   The  language  area  has  fluctuated  more  than  any  other  area. 
We  continue  to  make  changes  in  our  teaching  emphasis  in  order  to  correct 
this  area  and  strengthen  the  programs  at  Jennie  D.  Blake  School. 

Parent-Teacher  Group 

Parents  and  teachers  continue  to  meet  to  address  issues  and  support  the 
schools  activities.   We  want  to  encourage  all  of  you  to  remain  involved  in 
your  child's  education.   Both  the  child  and  the  school  benefits  from  a 
positive  working  relationship. 

New  Staff 

We  are  very  pleased  that  Mr.  Mark  Marasca  has  joined  the  faculty  this 
year.   He  has  a  background  in  elementary  education  and  has  experience  in 
schools  in  Massachusetts.   Mr.  Marasca  teaches  grades  four  and  five.   He 
holds  many  state  records  in  athletics  in  Massachusetts  and  is  coaching 
our  basketball  teams  this  year. 

Changes  in  Administration 

As  many  of  you  may  know,  Paul  Fillion  was  appointed  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Education  to  join  the  State  Department  in  the  position  of  Director  of  the 
Division  of  Instructional  Services,  effective  November  1,  1989,   He  left 
the  employ  of  SAU  #18  after  fifteen  years  of  services  to  our  schools.   His 
assistant  Bernie  Davis  retired  from  public  education  after  serving  more 
than  twenty  years  as  a  teacher,  administrator  and  business  officer.   He 
has  developed  a  financial  consulting  business. 

Mr,  Fokion  Lafionatis  has  returned  to  SAU  #18  as  Superintendent.  Fo 
previously  served  twelve  years  as  Superintendent  in  SAU  #18  before 
entering  the  retail  business  in  Plymouth. 

John  Lawler  joined  the  staff  in  SAU  #18  as  of  November  27,  1989,  as 
Business  Administrator.   He  has  four  years  experience  in  a  similar 
position  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts  as  well  as  experience  as  an  auditor 
in  the  Massachusetts  State  Department  of  Education.

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the 

Hill  School  District  and  the  individual  fund  financial  statements  of  the  Hill 

School  District  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1989,  as  listed  in  the 

tcihle  of  contents.  These  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
Hill  School  District's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an 
opinion  on  these  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to 
obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  financial  statements  are  free  of 
material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence 
supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  An  audit 
also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant 
estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial 
statement  presentation.  We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis 
for  our  opinion. 

As  described  in  Note  IC,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  do  not  include  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of  Accounts,  which  should 
be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  The 
amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Account  Group  is  not 
known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation,  as  explained  in  the  above 
paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present 
fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  Hill  School 
District  at  June  30,  1989,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then 
ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Also,  in 
our  opinion,  the  individual  fund  financial  statements  referred  to  above 
present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  each  of 
the  individual  funds  of  the  Hill  School  District  at  June  30,  1989,  and  the 
results  of  operations  of  such  funds  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.
